hath beene pillaged cighr and rweanry times in two 
yecres, andtwice in one day, and they have there no 


water but that whichthey ſave when icraineth : after 
 dinner,to Etrerſhanſer 2 poore Village where we crofl- 


ed over a little River in Boates, the Bridge being. 
burnt downe by the Swedes forces ; from hence wee 


aſcended upa high hill, being deſcended downe, wee 
_ paſſedalong onan high banke, having the River Da- 


##bizs 0n our right hand, and high Mountaines with 


Vines on our left, paſſing thus through ſeverall Villa- 


pes beaten downe or burnt, untill we came at a round 
Fort before the Bridge which a guard kept, and ſo-0- 
ver it through a Tower inthe middle ftanding over 
the Danuby,which runneth with as ſwift a current as at 


 Tondon Bridge, dividing it ſelfe into ſeverall Hands 


which bave had howſes on them, but now burnr, and 


alſo houſes on the Arches which were demoliſhed 
likewiſe, then into the Citric Regenſperg to his Excel= 


lencies lodging,the Citic hath bintaken by the Swediſh 

forces,and regained by the King of Hangary, 
The 25. day bis Excellency wentto take theayreon_

fixreenth day as we were at dinner,there came a migh- 
tieclap of thunder and lightning, which burnt downe 
three houſes preſently, being not above an Engliſh 
mile off;; on: the other ſide of the water, and ſuch ac. 
cidents happen here often, by reaſon all their houſes 
be covered with thin boord, in the manner of tile, 
and about fonreof rhe clocke in the after-noone, his 
Excellence had andience thethird time,and we all in- 
vited roxBalto, by the Emprefſes' command, to the:

houſe. and ſer thicke with pillars and likewiſe on the 
topof the houſe, with a delightfull profpe& over all 
the cite, and then his Excellencie returned backe to 
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the Keepers houſe, and there dined, having ſent pro- 
viſion b: fore: dinver being paſt,his Excellencie went 
co ſee a Parke two Engliſhmiles off the Cirtie,in which 
there is a Friarie of white Friars, who were leaping 
then in the Parke, as wee paſſed by to ſeea greatheaſt 
called a Buffule, which 1s kept there, and then recur. 
ned home by Walenſteives new honſe, into which his 
Excellencie entred to view it, firſt paffing thorow a 
large hall of eight and thirtie paces, or more in length, 
and one and twentie in breadth, we went up thorow 
2alleries having pictures hungup, and painted onthe 
wa's with ſtoriesof Herceles,above head divers fiories 
of 093d; then to the Audience-roome, ' where the

in number 6900. or more, diſperfing themſclves in- 
to ſeverall. Companies, pillaging and robbing of the 
Countrey, travclling this day ve miles to I611de- 
harke_-, but a Dutch mile befare wee came thither, en. 
tered into our old way at N#nk:rken, the pore burnt. 
Village before mentioned, which is now inhabited by 
ſome Foure or five paore people. 
The 19.day inthe morning,from thence another way, 
taking another frcſh Convoy, lraving our old way and 
the Maine onour right hand, paſſing along by the 
fide of ir, through Hybach-2 Village, and a faire Houſe 
which is the Bifhop of Meagis likewiſe, and through 
ether Villages miſerably battered, and in Plaines. 
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 Selgenfiaat ſome fixe Engliſh miles in length, untill wee eame to 
Selgenflads, having gone this day lixe Datch miles. 
Fa'ling into our old way within one mile of the 
Towne, travelling all thoſe dayes: in danger of the 
Croats, whereas ſoane as his Excellence lighted, the 
Grave Yaxdoſme_s: Governour of the Countrey for

the Biſhop of Merz, ſent his Excellence a preſent 
|  oOfhalfe a wilde Bore, and likewiſe provilion for his

The twentieth day being Sunday,carly in the mor- 
ning, wee went thence to Frankfort to dinner, which Frankfort. 
- was thtee Dutch miles. 19 
And the next marning after,bis Excellence went to 
Hannaw to viſite Sir [eames Ramſey,a Scorch Gentleman FHavnar, 
and Govcrnour ofthe Towne, and there ftayed that 
night, who mer his Excellence withour the gate with 
a troupe of Horſc,and entering the Towne there went 
cfa braceof Canons, and when his Excefence_ ligh- 
ted, went off two more by the doore of his Excclienries 
, lodgingz which Towne, was belicdged a Yearc and a - 
halte by the Emperours forces, and a the beginring 6 
of the Sicge had ſuch a grievous Plague, that thcre 146 
dyedin 7, Weekes,22000. yet for all this, they kept ; 
out the enemy, though in great want and miſery, and. 
three months ſince it was releeyed by theLandt.grave 
of Heſſe, who ſlew a great company of the Imperia. 
liſts and drave the reſt away , tor as wee paſſed by a- 
foreata diſtance, we heard them as they were in their 
Skirmiſh.

_ Very earely the next morning wee weyed anchor, 


and preſently entred into a dangerous place to paſle, 


called Bingham: Locke, where the River Los falls-into 


the Rhyne_ by the Towne amongſt many Rockes, 


which cauſeth a violent fall, roffing us up 2nd downe, 
that if wce had but touched any part of them we had 


all been caſt away ; being paſt this, we came to Bacha- 
rach, where, ſome of our Company did: but goe a- 
thore { and preſently haſtened after in alittle Boate,) 
were purſued by five Musketiers almoſt ro his Excet- 
Teaties Boat, who diſcharged very often at thera, yet 

| by good fortune miſt them, and having overtaken his 
E'xcellence,chey inſtantly fled away ; then going on to
